carrying Mexican flags. Tne cheering 
was limited. 


Fast on the heels of the retiring 


Americans 
Constitutionalist 
troops 


marched to the center of the city, the 
marching music of their bugles filling 
the air. 
The bells of one church 


rang out. 


The abandonment of the American 


positions began at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, when the detached post of 
marines at El Tejar, where they have 
been guarding the water works since 
last April, boarded a train for the 
run of one hour into the city. The 
Mexican lines at that time had made 
no attempt to advance. This was for 
the reason that between El Tejar and 
Vera Cruz taere is a railway junction, 
and General Funston had asked the 
Constitutionalist commander 
not to 


move forward any of his trains, for 
tho reason that to do so would block 
the line. The Mexicans waited until 
all the Americans from El Tejar had 
passed. 


The circling line of American out- 


posts, from 
Vergara, on the north 


beach, to a point on the south beach, 
begap moving forward as soon as the 
detachment from-El Tejar arrived at 
Los Cocos, a suburb. Thus the line 
became shortened, and there then be- 
gan a sweeping movement 
directly 


across the city until the line of Amer- 
icans came to a stop along the Fran- 
cisco canal and Cinco de Miyo street, 
running at right angles to the canal. 


Only two blocks behind was the 


advance line of the Constitutionalists, 
closing in as the Americans with- 
drew, but always holding a distance 
of about two blocks. The American 
stop at the Francisco canal was brief. 
They quickly resumed their march, 
converging on the central part of the 
city. 


As they came in they picked up the 


provost guards who had been patroll- 
ing the city as usual, and also the 
men who had been posted on tall 
buildings to watch for "snippers." 
These men joined the ranks, and to- 
gether the force moved forward to- 
ward the water front where the em- 
barkation began. 


There were no flags to lower, nor 


was there any ceremony of any kind 
on shore. 
The American flags that 


came down at retreat Sunday night 
were not raised. 
As each transport 


received her allotment of men she 
shipped her cables and dropped out 
Into the channel. 
Hero they formed 


in two lines through which later in 
the day the Cristobal, with General 
Funston and his headquarters staff 
on 
board, 
passed in view ot' tlie 


American forces.

Hindenberg. 


According to these unofficial dis- 


patches, Von Hindenburg's vanguard 
now rests on the Lowicz-Skierniewice 
line, which is about forty miles south- 
west of Warsaw. This means that 
the Germans have traveled about two- 


| thirds of the distance between War- 


saw and the German frontier. 


While these disnatches tell of vic- 


tories for the Teuton allies in Po- 
land, they also tell of reverses at 
other points for the same forces.

Speaker Says Newspapers Should In- 


vestigate. Merits of Medicines Be- 


fore Barring Advertisements. 


Phosphorescent Aeroplanes. 


Phosphorescent aeroplanes and air- 


for night exhibitions, fur adver- 


tising and for increasing safety in 
night flights are now proposed, and 
phosphorescent raodei flying machines 
were recently exhibited before an 
American aeronautic society. 


By some new methods the light may 


be made of other colors bes'dcs the 
familiar greenish blue, so that aero- 
planes painted with this phosphor- 
escent material may make a striking 
color display without carrying an ap- 
preciable amount of additional weight 


The luminous glow, of course, will 


come only after the paint has been 
given a good exposure to light, but 
the aeroplanes would absorb enough 
sunlight to give a noticeable glow for 
some hours at night. It has also been 
found that mercury vapor lamps will 
stimulate the glow, so tho mnrhin0" 
could be given a soakins; in light bo- 
fore going aloft at night.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

the duty of tbe newspaper publisher 
to refuse the advertising of any fake 
or fraudulent medicine, just as it is 
his duty to refuse any fake or fraudu- J 
lent advertising, but it is not right to j 
shut down on all medical advertising | 
because there have been some fakers, 
any more than it uould be right to 
refuse to publish all department store 
advertising 
because 
certain 
stores 


have made a practice of ly»ng u.bout 
bargain sales 


Disease and death are mysteries 


People wno are perfectly well are 
skeptical 
They laugh at the time- 


worn patent medicine joke, just as 
they laugh, again and again over the 
many variations of the operation joke 
—"The operation was a success but 
the patient died." 
This so-called hu- 


mor has perhaps hurt tbe medicine 
business iMth well people, but when 
the hitherto healthy man feels a se- 
vere pain or illness, he immediately 
wants medicine, and will bless the 
cure whether it be at the hands of a 
regular doctor, a homeopath, an osteo- 
path, a Christian Scientist or patent 
medicine. There 
is nothing more 


deadly than disease; nothing more 
honorable than to cure it. 


Mr. Balliett refuted the idea sought 


to be spread about that patent medi- 
cines are unpopular by showing that 
from 1900 to 1912 the amount of pre- 
pared medicines consumed in America 
Increased from $100,000,000 to $160,- 
000,000 annually. He showed that, al-- 
tfiougb the American Medical- Associ- 
ation is trying as an oiganization to 
exterminate so-called 
patent 
medi- 


cines, the family doctor, individually, 
is not fighting them but prescribing 
them 
He estimated that 40% of the 


prescriptions written by doctors today 
include proprietary medicines. 


The writings of Dr. Harvey W. Wi- 


ley, he said, have also aimed to de- 
stroy confidence in proprietary medi- 
cines; but that Dr Wiley's ideas are 
not infallible is shown by cases where 
his analyses were entirely wrong. Mr. 
Balliett mentioned a case wh^rp with 
all the power of the Government, he 
fought a preparation as being danger- 
ous to health, and was ingloriously 
walloped. 


There has been spread the idea that 


a clever faker can mix a few useless 
ingredients and. by smart advertising, 
sell tons of it nnd win sudden wealth: 
whereas, as a matter of fact, the medi- 
cine business is uotoiiously difficult, 
and, where there has been one success 
at it, Ihero have been a hundred fail- 
ures. 
Any medicine which has no 


merit cannot live, because persons 
who are duped into buying it once will 
not buv it again, and tho profit from 
advertising a medicine can only coma 
from repeat sales to the same, satis- 
fied people. Therefore, any medicine 
which has been on the market for a 
number of years, and is still adver- 
tised, must have merit behind it to ac- 
count for its success. 


In conclusion Mr. Balliett declared 


that no newspaper is doing justice to 
HB readers In the matter of medical 
or other advertising, unlo&s it investi- 
gates, not only tho wording of the ad- 
vertisement offered 
for publication, 


but tho merits of the article aaver- 
tised. 
Ho pointed out that tho few 


no\\spnpors who have been deluded 
into the policy of barring out medical 
advertising have adopted this general 
policy, rather than to form an Inves- 
tigation bureau of this kind 
which

Discovery of the ruins of an Indian vil 


lage, below the lowest previous low water 
marks in recollection of living men, has 
been made by Attorney J, E Vandersloot 
H. E. Frank and Wm. Fitzgerald, of York 
at Indian Steps Island, in the Susqnehan- 
na River, near York furnace. Visiting 
the island in a motorboat, the party made 
the unexpected find, and in a few hours 
procured one of the finest collections ol 
battleaxes, tomahawks, pottery, Knives, 
spear and arrow heads, jasper shells and 
other relics found in this part of the State 
in many years. The recent drought caus- 
ed the water to recede 15 feet from the 
normal shore line. 


The First National Bank, of Hanover,

How Farmers May Have Sale. 
In view of the statements made that 


permits are being granted for the holding 
of public sales on various farms in the 
county, the contents of a letter received 
by Dr. E D. Hudson from Dr. C. J. Mar- 
shall, State Veterinarian, is of general in- 
terest. Notwithstanding tbe fact that per- 
mits are issued for holding farm sales in 
the counties in which the hoof and mouth 
disease ha& appeared, those people bold- 
ing such sales are forbidden from selling 
any cattle, sheep, other ruminants, or 
swine and all such animals must either be 
penned in the barn or placed in some iso- 
lated locality on the farm where they can 
not be reached by people attending tbe 
sale. The quarantine specifically prohib- 
its these public pales without permits but 
tbe permits can be granted to sell imple- 
ments, horses, mules and other personal 
•property if the precautions indicated are 
taken

Vive la France," Last Message 


of Dying Soldier. 


Paris, France.—A French 
officer 


who has been in the battle east of 
Amiens in France asserts that this is 
probably the noisiest' war the world 
has ever known. It is also the most 
nearly invisible 
war.' Many of the 


first line troops have fought in all-the 
battles from Belgium to the Marne 
and back to the present position with- 
out actually seeing any Germans, save 
dead or wounded. The men have be- 
come so curious to see their enemies 
that lately, when the trenches ai"* so 
close that the French soldiers can 
hear ,the Germans shouting orders, 
the French officers have had the great- 
est difficulty in forcing the men to 
keep their heads down. 


The same officer credits the mitrail- 


leuse with being Germany's deadliest 
weapon. 
Speaking of ordinary artil- 


lery he relates how a few days ago a 
French 
infantryman 
was 
wading 


through the mud back to the trench, 
and eating a pear. A shell burst near 
T5y, a piece of it striking the soldier's 
haversack and felling him. He was 
immediately on his feet again swear- 
ing furiously, "Les cochons! 
They 


made me lose my. pear." 


Writes Farewell to Family. 


Here are stories of two heroic 


deaths: The first is simply a letter 
found in the hands of a soldier who 
had just finished writing it when the 
end came. "I am awaiting help which 
does not come," the letter ran.

wulnut meats broken in bits, a tab'le- 
epoonful of powdered sugar and a 
pinch of salt. Flavor with, any de- a 
sired flavoring and serve in sherbet 
cups. Garnish with cubes of jelly or 
with candied chesrles. 


Filled Cookies. — To a half cupful of 


shortening add a cupful of sugar, one 
egg and half a cupful of sweet rnilk in 
which one teaspOonful of soda is dis- 
solved. Sift three and a half cupfula 
of flour with two teaspoon fuls of cream- 
ef tartar add a teaspoonful of vanilla 
and mix well, roll out thin and out 
with a cooky cutter. Cook a cupful 
of chopped raisins with half a cupful 
of water, a tablespoonful of flour and 
lemon juice to taste. When thick re- 
move and place a teaspoonful on one 
cooky, cover with another and bake 
until brown. A filling of figs and dates 
may be used Instead of raisins if so 
desired.

Patty German Officer. 


BRAVE FEAT OF AN AUSTRIAN 


German* &•• and Follow Movement* 


•f the French Red Breeches—Officer

Berlin.—From the diary of u German 


petty officer who is lighting in France 
these extracts, as his own experience, 
are made:

Wilson's bereave- 


ment is also u contributing cause to 
the gloomy outlook. 


The indications are that there will 


be very few, if any, of the usual large 
social functions. The official entertain- 
ments, dinners, balls and receptions 
which constitute the real framework 
of Washington sqciety, will be con- 
spicuous by their absence unless the 
warring nations speedily adjust their 
differences. 


Curiously enough the war, wh'ich is 


already limiting the scope of Washing- 
ton entertainments, is also responsible 
for the coming to the capital of more 
winter residents of wealth and social 
aspirations than ever before as a result 
of the American exodus from Europe. 


It is a well established rule that 


diplomatic representatives of the na-

Japanese ambassador or the Belgian 
minister has been invited 


It may be doubted, too, if tie Italian 


ambassador or even perhaps the repre- 
sentatives* of such neutral countries as 
Holland. Denmark or the Scandina- c 
vlan countries, \\hich have expressed i 
fear of one or the other of the great) 
powers violating their neutrality, would 
feel exactly comfortable in finding 
himself seated opposite the diplomatic 
representatives of those powers.

RUSH AID TO BELGIAN FRONT 


A WOUNDED RUSSIAN. 


Student Carrying Soldier to

Resume Artillery Duel Near Ypres. 


British Repel All Attempts to Cut 
Their Lines. 


Rushing 
heavy reinforcements to 


the battle treat in Belgium and along 
the 
front in France, the 
Germans 


aave resumed their bombardment of. 
the Ypres-Nieuport front of the al- 
lies, but thus far there has been little 
change in the positions ot the two 
armies. 


A violent 
artillery duel is being 


waged along that section 01 the battle 
Cront, but the heaviest fighting of the 
ilay centered around the British posi- 
tions near Ypres. There the Germans 
resumed their attempt to cut through 
the lines ot the allies. As on previous 
attempts the invaders were unable to 
dislodge the British troops from their 
positions. 


The fighting in Belgium, which has 


been slow for several days because 
of the weather, has broken out with 
renewed ferocity at Ypres, with the 
artillery playing the main part. Vio- 
lent bombardments 
have destroyed 


fche town hall and the central market, 
according to official news from Paris. 


This may herald the resumption of 


the attempt on the part of the Ger- 
mans to break the center, held by the 
English, of the allied line blocking 
fcheir way to the coast, as past on- 
slaughts by German 
infantry 
have 


been preceded by heavy artillery at- 
tacks. This finds some confirmation 
En the renewed reports that the Ger- 
mans are bringing up heavy reinforce- 
ments through Belgium. 


"The bloody angle," the elbow of 


land bounded by the junction of the 
Oisne and 
Aisne rhers, has again 


bepn the scene of furious fighting, in 
which the allies were on the 
offen- 


sive. This legion marks the point 
where the German lines lie nearest 
to Paris, aad it is also the apex oE 
she German wedge upon French soil.

coast was reported 
from 
Dunkirk.

fire of the warships off the coast. The 
works were constructed with consid- 
erable loss of life. 


Driving rain interrupted the work 


of throwing up defensive works, and 
the 
British warsMps were able to 


keep up a desultory fire despite the 
roughness of the water. It was un- 
doubtedly the intention of the Ger- 
mans to mount a wall of steel all 
along thp Belgian coast to prevent 
the allies from landing troops at any 
point. 


The task of transporting the heavy 


Krupps to the coast and mounting 
Jhem has been carried on under tre 
jnendous difficulties. Rain had turned 
the roads to deep quagmires and a 
sold wave had driven do-.vn from the 
North sea. The artillery horses gave 
f>ut and traction engines were contin- 
ually stalled in the mud. The artillery 
jrawled forward, working night and 
day over corduroy roads constructed 
nhead of the guns.
